The descent is 300 feet, and so dense is 
vapor that arises, like an impenetrable bank of steam, reaching far above the 
level of the cataract, that no human being knows what dangers lie hidden in the 
waters below. For more than 200 years, since Hennepin and La Salle first gazed 
upon this natural wonder, men have been trying to find out. So heavy is the 
vapor that arises from the falls that the ground in that vicinity is always wet, 
and it rains almost continually. Near by there is a big hotel. The streets are 
paved,-and they are. washed, year in and year out, by the water caught up from 
the falls, descending as rain, and by the spray which is thrown out by the mighty

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‘Under the rules of the treasury department 
& minor coin—that is, a nickel or a copper 
cent—that is so defaced that it cannot be 
readily identified wilt not be redeemed or ex- 
changed. But if the coin is simply imper 
fect and one, or both sides, is flat, and there 
are sufficient marks on one side to indicate 
that it is a minor coin, then it may be re- 
deemed. 

Nickels or copper cent pleces that are 
bent, stamped, twisted or otherwise dis- 
torted from thelr original appearance may 
be redeemed. 

But this applies only to these coins. A 
silver 10-cent piece does not come under this 
head. No mutilated or defaced silver or 
coins to which paper or other substances 
have been attached for advertisements, will 
be redeemed. 

Bat reduction by natural abrasion is. not 
considered mutilation. 
. The reason for the different rules regard- 
ing silver coins and minor coins is that the 
‘minor coins are made of baser metal and the 
Joss of this metal does not really affect the 
‘value of the minor coin, while it would if 
» the coin were silver.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 25.—Communica- 
tion with the brigands who kidnaped Miss 
Ellen. M. Stone, the American missionary, 
has been reopened through the efforts of 
the Rev. Messrs. Thompson, Haskell and 
Baird, also American missionaries. 

These men have been working on the Bul- 
garian side of the boundary to reopen ne- 
gotiations for rersom, which were abrupt- 
ly broken off when the abductors took 
alarm at an attempt made by troops to 
surround them. It has mot been learned 
here whether’ the negotiations have ac- 
tually been resumed, but there is much en- 
couragement in the circumstances that the 
brigands have permitted communication to 
be restored, 

That fact alone.ds taken to mean that 
Miss Stone is alive and safe from harm, 
for the present at least. : 

C. M. Dickinson, the diplomatic agent or 
envoy of the United States in Bul- 
garia, as well as consul-general at Con- 
stantinople, has been indefatigible since

Mr. Dickinson said to the World and 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in Sofia to- 
day: 
“I still think that the Bulgarian govern- 
ment will bring pressure enough to bear 
on the Macedonian committee and through 
it on the bmngands to release their captives. 
“Some members of the secret committee 
were arrested by the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, but they were released in a few 
days. 
“If Prince Ferdinand’s (Bulgarian) gov- 
ernment relaxes its pressure on the com- 
mittee nothing will be left but to pay the 
ransom in order to secure the safety of 
Miss Stone and her companion, Mrs. K. 8. 
Tsilka, and so henceforth endanger the 
lives and safety of Americans resident in 
this country or traveling through it. 
“I have absolute proof of the complicity 
in the crime of some members of the 
Macedonian committee. 
“The brigands who attacked Miss Stone’s 
party were disguised in Turkish fez and 
cloak.

THE NATIVE STOOD CALMLY BY 
WHILE A SOLDIER DROWNED. 


Exasperated Beyond Control, the Lieu- 
tenant, a Dashing Kentuckian, 
Drew His Revolver and 
Shot Him Dead. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—According to 
the Army and Navy Register, the case of 
Lieut. Preston Brown, now stationed in the 
Philippines, who shot a peaceable Filipino 
because he refused to save a drowning sol- 
dier, must be finally settled by Secretary 
Root immediately upon his return to Wash- 
ington. It is said that Lieut. Brown has 
been sentenced to dismissal from the army 
by general court-martial and that only in- 
tervention by the secretary of war can 


save him. 

Brown comes from one of the oldest fam- 
ilies in Kentucky. A large number of prom- 
inent Kentuckians, including Justice Har- 
lan, have interested themselves in his be- 
half, and hope to influence Secretary Root 
to deal gently with him. 

The shooting of the Filipino occurred in 
the fall of 1900, when a soldier of the Second 
Infantry, while attempting to ford a 
stream, was caught in a rapid and ren- 
dered helpless. A native stood idly by and, 
although able to save the man's life, did 
nothing. His indifference so exasperated 
Brown that he shot the native dead. The 
charge on which Brown was tried was mur- 
der, but he was not convicted of that grade 
of crime. 

Brown is a son of the late John Mason 
Brown of Louisville, one of the leading 
lawyers of the South. The father’s death 
occurred some years ago. Lieut. Brown's 
mother was a sister of General Preston and 
of Mrs. Draper, wife of a former ambassa- 
dor to Italy. Young Brown, with his broth- 
er, John Mason, entered Yale in 1888. and 
was graduated from there in 1892. After 
eaving college he devoted all his time to 
society, but finally tired of this. Four years 
ago he suddenly disappeared from Louis- 
ville and was missing for weeks before his 
relatives learned his whereabouts. It wa3 
then learned that he had gone to St. Louis 
and joined the regular army, becoming a 
private in the ranks. 

Influences were at once brought to bear 
to have Brown promoted to a lieutenancy. 
He was pis gee from the West, where he 
was stationed, and taken to the barracks 
on Governor's Island, where his duties as 
a private would not interfere with a course 
of studies that had been mapped out for 
him. He began studying in earnest and his 
promotion to a second lieutenancy was the 
result. 

Brown is a first cousin of Preston Thorn- 
ton, the Louisville society man, who, three 
“years ago committed suicide in the parlors 
of Milton H. Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad. Miss Nettie 
Smith, the railroad president’s daughter, 
had beer! engaged to marry Thornton, and 
because of his habits she broke with him. 
He calied to see her one Sunday morning. 
She was persistent in her intention to end 
the engagement and, putting a pistol to 
his heart, he shot himself in her presence. 

Brown is much like Thornton, who was 
in appearance big, handsome, and with a 
dashing manner. e is impulsive and quick 
tempered. At the same time he is liked 
by those who know him.

ILL-CONSIDERED STRIKES. 


“The right to strike being eonceded, it would seem to be the 
part of wisdom for men who use this right, to do so only un- 
der those conditions which common sense suggests are the best 
in all our actions, especially when those actions concern others 
as well as ourselves. An ill-considered strike is not only a waste 
of energy and means; it inflicts suffering upon thousands who 
have no direct interest in it. 

Such a strike that of the transfer teamsters, just declared 
off, seems to have been. It began on Sept. 15, so that each man 
has lost 35 working days. The wages were $50 a month. The men 
demanded $55 and refused to compromise on $52, which was vol- 
untarily offered. Each striker has lost $55 through the cessation 
of work.. Several will not be able to get their places back, and 
those that do, and receive the new rate, must work for two years 
and a week before they find themselves financially as well off as 
they were when the strike was declared. 

What is needed fn labor leaders as in other men who have 
the control of their fellows is good business sense. This does 
not mean that sentiment and the golden rule are to be abrogated. 
The question “Is it just?’’ cannot be ignored. But before taking 
important action, the question of right having been settled, the 
next vital question must always be, will it succeed? If it will not, 
it will work injury, as all mistakes in the handling of men do. 
And that injury is apt te be so widespread that upon the answer 
to this question should stand or fall the wisdom of such action.

FRANCHISES MUST PAY IN ILLINOIS 


The writ of mandamus issued by ‘the Ilinois Supreme Court in 
the Chicago teachers’ tax cases fully sustains the contention for 
the taxation of franchises, 

The court directs the state board of equalization to convene 
forthwith and asséss the capital stock, including franchises, 
in the manner provided by law, that is, by taking the market 
value of all securities and deducting therefrom the value of tan- 
gible property and make return accordingly. 

By this decision it is estimated that $100,000,000 will be added 
to the taxable value of Cook County alone, thus Ifting the city 
of Chicago out of the condition of bankruptcy in which it is 
wallowing. : 

This is the work of one associated body of men and women 
who have worked constantly for three years to this end.
